Lining Up for Campaign 


Completion of the organization nf the various city 


central committees on Monday evening marks the last of 
the party preliminary steps in the line-up for the mu- 
nicipal campaign in Fort "\Vayne this year, and the lead- 
ers chosen make it apparent that we may expect stren- 
uous contest for the official places in Fort "Wayne during 
the coming four years which begin with the termination 
of the Grice administration next January. The chairinoi 
and their assistants thus far chosen are of the aggressive 
type, and all of them have had more or less actual experi- 
ence in political generalship. 
They may he depended 


upon to inject every ounce of steam possible into the mu- 
nicipal campaign, either in the belief that victory is pos- 
sible or from the desire to make a creditable showing that 
constitutes a not altogether satisfying btit still much-to- 
be-desired consolation. 


The Sentinel still regrets that the recent legislature 


did not give the people of Port "Wayne opportunity to say 
whether or not they desired to conduct their municipal 
affairs from the standpoint of business instead of politics. 
It still believes that much more in the way of good gov- 
ernment may reasonably be expected where business ef- 
ficiency rather than party convictions enter into the selec- 
tion of the men who administer our municipal rule. Fail- 
ure of legislative approval, however, leaves no course. 
open but to follow the beaten paths and seek to get the 
best possible results from the old system with all its de- 
fects. But even in its failure to secure the enactment of 
its plan, the local sentiment fur a modem and \business- 
like administration of municipal affairs was of sufficient 
magnitude to constitute a warning and point clearly a 
duty to all the political parties in the selection of their 


(municipal tickets. This sentiment constitutes a demand 
for high-grade candidates of unquestioned standing and 
of undoubted efficiency that any political party which 
seriously hopes for success in Fort, Wayne this year will 
do well to heed. The day has long passed when mere 
party label alone -will elect any man to office in Fort 
Wayne. He must have stronger claim than mere place on a 
party ticket in order to reasonably expect the favor of the 
voters. Fort "Wayne is advancing along all lines, and the 
mayoralty for example is a bigger job today than in former 
years. It is vested with larger duties and larger respon- 
sibilities calling for exceptional business judgment and 
civil efficiency. That, rather ihan the party designation, 
is the measure which voters will apply to mayoraltv can- 
didates this year. The party which advances as its 
standard-bearer any ot^er than its very best timber, 
chosen in a recognition of modem municipal standards, is 
merely inviting the defeat that is almost certain to over- 
take it.

Opponents of conservation have criti- 


cized the government's forest policy as 
preventing the development of tlio coun- 
try. 
In view of this criticism interest 


attaches to the methods adopted by tho 
forest service in disposing of timber on 
the Kunisku national forest in Idaho. 
It is proposed to sell 2fl7 million feet. 


An elaborate prospectus lias been pro- 


pared by the service to furnish informa- 
tion to lumbermen who might be inter- 
ested in bidding. Estimate" nrc worked 
out to show tho cost of logging and tho 
minimum price, proposed in expected to 
yield a net profit of 12 per rent to the 
bidder. The. forest reserve explains that 
the risks aro so great that a high re- 
turn is necessary to induce operators to 
undertake such nn enterprise. 


An unusual feature of the sale is the 


fact thnt part of the forest area to be 
cleared is to be opened to homestead 
entry later for agricultural purposes. If 
the timber were not cleared off before 
the opening of the land-tho value of the 
timber would cause the land to be held 
spoculalivoly inatcnd 
Of hoing cleared 


for farms. 
But tho. forest service be- 


lieves this land will be bettor employed 
growing farm crops than growing tim- 
ber. 80 it is to bo put. into tho hands 
of settlors who will develop it. 


For this particular sale the govern- 


ment expects to receive about $flr>0,0mi, 
of which $22.-|,000 will go to ilio school 
nnd rond funds of tlio atnto.

RHtenhouse made a plea for a proper 
appreciation of the situation us it ex- 
ists in this city nnd urged larger ap- 
propriations for the sombating of dis- 
ease. 


Ho said that while, the cost per capita 


of running the city was $26, New York 
with its problem of congestion and con- 
ditions that exist nowhere eUe in the 
civilized world, spent only 6C> cents a 
year per capita upon its health depart- 
ment.

Mahomet

Poiret dearly loves to stir up a commo- 


tion in the sartorial world, and his Ma- 
homet gown has surpassed even his ex- 
pectations, for all the world is talking 
about it, since it made its iirst bow in 
Paris about four weeks ago.

There are no abrupt changes from 


season to season in either cut, cloth or

"clipped" shoulder of the ultra-English 
coat of a season past may give way to 
• round or padded shoulder. But there 
will still remain the hint of the clipped 
effect. 
Or the conditions may be re- 


versed. As a matter of fact, the ten- 
dency this season still leans toward the 
clipped effect. 
And what is true of 


thotilders may apply to lengths, lapels, 
collars,
